against

principal. 


"The proposal that the foreign debt 


be used to pay the bonus undoubtedly 
will be adopted, if it proves feasible, 
and I believe it will," Representative 
Fordney, chairman of the housaways 
and means committee, told the United 
Press Saturday. 
"President Harding 


is in favor of the plan and has per- 
sonally commended it to the commit- 
tse." 


The first step in the Vonus program 


will be the enactment of the foreign 
debt refunding bill, already passed by 
tht house :ind slior'.ly tn IP? taken up 
in the senate. 
On the heels of the 


debt bill's passage, tho house 
will 


bring out the bonus measure, pass it 
in short order 
and 
send it to the 


senate. 


MERELY METHOD 


The bonus bill, as now planned, will 


carry no means of raising revenue, 
merely stating that payments are to 
be made from the. foreign debt. 


Under 
this 
plan,

leaders doubt if payments of the bon- 
us can be started before late next 
year. 
This doubt arises from the 


question of how long the commission 
created by the foreign debt refund- 
ing bill will TK.-ed to whip the debt 
into shape &o that monoy will start 
coming in. 


To pay the bonus tho commission 


would collect immediately as much 
of the debt interest, 
amounting to 


ri-out two lii.lion dollars :IH the debtor 
rations were able to p i v and tho rest 
of the bonus nionty wi.u'rt be raised 
through Ihe sale of debt bonds. 


A powerful attempt will be made 


in both branches of congress to hav? 
the bonus money raised by a sales 
tax. 
Advocates of this tax contend 


that hooking the, bonus up with the 
foreign debt puts tho bonus on :m ex- 
tremely uncertain basis and will not 
guarantee, payments.

Forty-Ninth Street. 


Won't somebody please tell the Shu- 


berta that play building- is about as 
Important as theatre building in the 
dramatic game? They wouldn't pay 
any attention to me. "Which brings us 
to the real motif of this lament. 


Why doesn't some up and-doing play- 


wright write a good play for the iri- 
comparable actor Leo Ditrichstem?Of 
all the figures on the American stage 
today, none equals him for finished 
technique, artistry, personality, pos- 
itive dramatic genius. And yet this 
really great artist is being watched 
on inadequate dramas 
Of course in 


this season of depressmgly bad plays 
we see a lot of bad acting which adds ] 
consistency at least to the situation. 
But with Ditrichstem it is quite an- 
other matter. His coming 
to New 


York as well as to other cities is a 
long anticipated event. 


Ditrichstein opened the new Shu- 


bert Forty-Ninth 
Street Theatre in 


"Face Value," an adaption from the 
Italian by Solita Solatia. The second 
act of the play alone gave Ditrichstein 
any chance. And in this act he was 
fortunate in the responsive and under- 
standing acting of Frances Underwood 
But the second act doesn't make a 
play any more than a swallow makes 
a summer. "Face Value" is a comedy 
based upon the assumption that a 
clever ugly man can equal a manly 
beauty in the love game. And Ditnch- 
stein, in a red pompadoured wig and 
horn rimmed goggles goes through a 
part which is longer than that of Ham 
let._Pf course we always picture Leo 
Ditrichstein as the very quintessence 
of ultra-sophisticated drama, elegante 
fine, with either pathos or comedy of 
the subtlest type. He belongs only in 
a setting of the very highest class— 
and this he has not in the present 
production. 


Of course, no play, no matter how 


inadequate, could ever conceal the 
light of Ditrlchstein's art beneath the 
bushel of mediocrity. Let's hope the 
great American dramatist is not far 
around the corner of the New Year 
with the vehicle for this great actor.

WILL ERECT MOORING 


MASTS FOR AIRSHIPS 


Washington.—Perfection of the new 


American type of mooring mast for 
nonrigid airships will put the business 
of flying: on a practical basis in this 
country, in the opinion of army air 
experts. 


The course of a few months will 


bring safe and rapid transportation by 
a network of air routes threading: their 
way across the country in all direc- 
tions, it is predicted, with the setting 
up of mooring masts as basic points. 


The moormg mast, which has been 


developed by the United States Air 
Service following its success in Eng- 
land, is to the airship what the gar- 
age is to the automobile. 
Not only 


does it provide an anchorage, but it 
also maintains a pipe system by which 
hydrogen, air, fuel and water are sup- 
plied to the airship on its overnight 
stay. Thus the airship is ready with 
the morning to depart for its next sta- 
tion. 
The American type of mast, which 


has been 
successfully 
experimented 


with at Langley Field. Va., consists of 
a structural steel tower held in a ver- 
tical position by steel cables. It stands 
72 feet in the air and can properly 
handle any size of airship. 
After a

nounced perfect, and will be ready for 
its valuable service throughout the
